Tuz London and China Hupress says :— 
The report for the half-year to June 30 last 
of the Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, 
London, and China will come as a disagree- 
able surprise to the shareholders. Six 
months ago the sum of £76,000 had to be 
placed to a contingent reserve to mest 
losses, which were then caused mainly in 
connection with the troubles of the Chetties 
in Singapore. New £125,000 moro, or 
£200,000 in the twelve months, has to be 
sot apart to meet further losses, which fave 
occurred at several branches, at Singapore 
and Bombay in particular. The result 
shows again that whilat larze profits are 
aften made, the heavy lossos tyat Eastern 
banking has frequentiy to face are very 
considerable, It was hoped that the 
Mercantile Rank had emerged from the 
troubles it was in ten years age ; but theas 
heavy amounts again reduce its reservo to 
£128,000. ‘Thero have been large failures 
this-year in the Eastern trade, snd tho 
resulta of these ara now unfortunately 
being.made upparent. Still, there was no 
rosson for driving the quotalivy of tha 
shares down to 12-13, a price which is 
lower than they reached during the treub- 
leg of 1883, whea there wus uo reserve at 
all, against the balance of £126,000, which 
now still exists. Of course the quotation 
did not long remain sv low, but has re- 
covered to 15-16. Some strong buying has 
bean done, and to-day shares could not be 
obtained under 153,

THE QUATANTINE QUESTION. 


Me Whitehead—Your Excellency, I rise to 
move the resolution of which I gave notice 
at laat meoting with respect to quarantine. 
Modical, Sanitary and Scientific experts 
of many nations assembled in groat strength 
at the meating of tha International Con- 
gross of Hygiene held in London three 
montha ago, but not one of them took 
advantage of the opportanity which it gave 
to say a good word for Quarantine, Two 
loading nuthoritics, namely, Dr Cunning: 
ham, G,S.I., formerly ° Sanitary. Com- 


'missionor to the Governmoat of India. and 


Inapector-Goneral Lawaon, read papers at 
the ssid meating in which the futility 
of quarantiao was very confidently as- 
sorted, while no one was disposed to 
support the other side of. the case. oF 
ta offer a acicntific vindication of it. 


|. Dr Cunninghana, ©.9.1., read a paper on 


‘The Mode of Prevonting tho. spread of 
Bpidemic Disease from one country to 
another.’ “Tho modes of preventing were 
{1) quarantine, (2) medical inspection, and 
(3) sanitary improvements. Ha held that 
Nie chief factor of cholera, being carried by 
atmospheric eurronts, cannot bo oxeluded 
from any country, and where it bas beor 
distributed over any area it excites the 
disease directly in many persons who are 
predisposed to it, and forma foci of it 
whonever it finds localities suitable for its 
increase ; there are aften very limited in! 
extant, not embracing more than a single 
hougy, or ship; the mortality among the 
ateorage: passengers in the latter is often 
very great, while the cabin passengers and 
all the crety have scarcely a ease. Such 
foci are always badly ventilated, and the 
amanations arising in them scquire much 
yreater density than in the open air; aa a 
natural consequence the alothiag of those 
who reside in them absorbs an amount of 
the emanation aufticient to produce cholera 
ia susceptible persons outside until it has 
been dissipated by exposure; those so 
affected, however, and the others who bave 
contracted the complaint apart from such 
foci, do not seem to have any auch in- 
fluence, it being not the bady but the eman- 
ations from the locality which generate the 
disease. Cholera, thereforo, cannot bo 
excluded from any coontry by general 
quarantine. All that can be done is by 
hygienic measures to improve the health of 
the population, and to remove the condi- 
tions which favor the formation of foci. 
The placing ships which arrive with cholera 
on board under observation, removing their 
crews and passengers tu suitable localities 
on shore until the disease coases among 
them, are vary proper precautions, and 
may prevent aamall amount of the diseaco 
among the surrounding population, but can 
never prevent an epidemic if the necessary 
factors be in progress. Inspector-General | 
Lawson read a papar on the communicabi- 
lity of cholera from country to country. 
He pointed out that ‘sinca 1832, when 
cholora visited Europe in the epidemic 
form, cholera nosiras has been observed to 
fluctuate every few years, and vith the 
mildor cases cccur a certain number pre- 
senting all the characters of the malignant 
disvzee; thesc cases oceur singly or in 
small groups, but in every instance they 
accompany epidemics of varying soverity, 
at no very great distance off, and are 
under the same “epidomic influence.” 
Those who support tho theory that 
man diffuses cholera are, necessarily, ro- 
quired to show that persons under the 
disease must arrive at points whero it 
has not yet appeared before it commences 
in the latter, snd that the Grst attacks in 
the new locality havo heen in persons ex- 
posed to the imported cases ; but there are 
row a good many intauces of epidemics 
springing up in tecalities at a distaues from 
where the disease was already prevailing, 
and without any trace of importation, and 
where thosc first attacked had resided in 
the country for many months in succession 
without communication with any previous 
cise, Such wors the outbreaks at Suuth- 
ampton in 1868, ant New Orleans in 1878, 
and Toulon and south of France in 1884, 
all of which were most carefully investignted 
on the spot. The only other couvlusion 
open is that the pecessury fuctors were sup- 
plied by epidemic intiuence ; and if supplied 
In one instance supplied in all; where 
there appears to have ‘been importation at 
the commencement of the outbreak it must 
nat be assumed that the disease was com- 
municated by wan, unless the epidemic 
jnflaenca oan be excluded, as at present it 
cannot. -Itaeems probable that the excit- 
ing factora aro eon vayed by the air, whethor 
fally or only partially developed, and con- 
sequently it isnot in vur power to exclude 
them; bus much may be donc by hygienic 
and other local ..msans. to limit theit 
development in the localities they -rosch. 
snd so avoid excessive mortality.’ 
Positive evils result irom quarantine for it, 
leads people to rest their faith in measures 
which are not remedies. Quarantine is 
gencraliy admitted to be a failure. Nearly 
all bolief in it has been lost, and it is al- 
most universally cordemned. It is not 
deticed in tha new Merchant Ship- 
ping Ordinance, thoesh it is proposed 
to continge quarantine in its worst 
form, because it is left entirely to 
the discretion of tho Tealth Officer 
to detain in quarantine at his pleasare for 
an indefinite period vessels arrived from &

Chinesa junks may a avey to this Colony 
numerous passengers attacked with cholera 
and gmall-pox, but our Quarantine Regula- 
tions ara not made to apply, and it is not 
possible to apply them to Chineso vessels 
acd junks, Government have admitted 
this in former correspondence with tha 
Chamber of Commerce. British philan- 
thropy which prefer to tax its own 
commerce, atid allows aliens to- sharo it 
without restriction of any kind, can be 
tho only excuse for the continuance of 
this vexatioua and unreasonablo anomaly, 
Socing that emall-pox is nearly always 
endemic here is it not absurd to apply 
Quarantine Regulstions to it? Several 
medical men have quita recently in all 
neriousness assured me that our quarantine 
is practically useless and a perfect fissco. 
The London Times, a3 already stated, des 
fines quarantine as ‘a homage to the 
ignorance of the vulgar, am exploded 
superstition, and one which no person 
could ba found to support beforo a 
scientific audience.” Under all the cir- 
cumstances I move—‘ That in view of the 
opinions expressed at the meeting of the 
International Congress of Hygiene and 
Demography, heldin London on the Ith 
August last, I beg to movo that the Go- 
vernusent appointa Commission composed 
of medical men to investigate and report 
on the whole subject of quarantine and 
queraatino regulations, gndas to the ad- 
viability or otherwisa of retaining section 
25 in tho proposed new -ordinsuce to con- 
solidate and amend the law relating to 
Merchant Shipping.’ I might be permitted 
to suggest! ifthe Governmont is disposed to 
appoint a commission’ that it sould consist 
of the principal Naval Medical Officer, the 
principal Military Medixal Officer, the 
Colonial Surgeon, Dr Hardyap, Dr Cowie, 
and as it would bo desirable to have some 
business men on the commission I would 
suggest the Chairman of the Chamber of 
Commerce and Mr Frnncis, Q:C.; with 
perbsps Mr McCallum, Sanitery Super- 
infandent, as Secretary of the Commission.
